For the letters I* get often ask 
me if it is all right to feed a n e w ­ 
born baby catnip tea or some other 
surh concoction that has been h a n d ­ 
ed down from generation to genera­ 
tion, 
I c a n ’t imagine any m od em 
m o 'h e r feeding or allowing her baby 
to be fed such a drink. 
But I occa­ 
sionally run into . gra n d m o th e r who 
swears by catnip tea as a food for 
the newborn. 
Modern mothers know, or should, 
that nature has provided the ideal 
food for the baby- his m o th e r’s milk. 
A few weeks ago I wrote about the 
substance called colostrum that is 
secreted in the breasts of the m o t h ­ 
er for the first couple of days after 
her babv is born, until the milk be­ 
gins to fill the breasts. Nature made 
no mistake when she provided this 
substance and it needs no supple­ 
ment. 
Colostrum contai s globulin, an 


im portant part of blood, which the 
baby receives directly into his blood 
stream. 
It also contains antibodies 
which are immunities against dis­ 
ease and infection, a gift to the baby 
from his mother. And a mighty im ­ 
portant and valuable gift too, let me 
tell you. 
A baby when first born is 
a pretty weak and helpless bit of 
humanity. 
A bad cold, or an in­ 
jection would be enough to end his 
life, almost as soon as it is begun, if 
lu d id n ’t have some means of com ­ 
batting this infection. 
So. nature, 
tnrough the mother, steps in and 
provides the immunities in the co- 
lostrum that 
will carry the child 
along until his own system can be­ 
gin 
to 
m anufa cture 
and 
provide 
Them. 
It catnip tea or anything 
else could do this, I ’d recommend 
it. 
Coloitrum. which is all the baby 
finds when he first nurses at hi.s 
mother's breast, is exactly adapted 
to his digestive capacity and meets 
all his needs. 
If you feed him cow’s 
milk or anything else, you may be 
doing him serious harm. These other 
things c a n ’t help him, so feeding 
them to him is certainly a mistake 
W hen 
the 
m o th e r’s breasts are 
seen ing colostrum, the baby should i 
be put to feed every four or six hours. : 
1 think the first nursing is best six 
hours after birth. 
If the m other 
and th° baby are both resting well, ; 
there is no real need for nursing I 
at night during this colostral pe-

Reynolds 
<D> 
N. C., chairman of 
the senate military affairs com m it­ 
tee, today urged members of con­ 
gress and the war and navy depart­ 
ments to study propo>als for creation 
of a separate air force in the in­ 
terest of national defense. 
Reynolds, an expert on aviation, 
said that he looks upon long-stand­ 
ing proposals for consolidation of 
the armv Riid navy air forces into 
one unit "w ith favor.' but 
added 
that ‘‘I’m not now prepared to com­ 
mit myself on the proposals." 
He said, however, that "the sub­ 
l e t should be given full and com ­ 
plete consideration by members of 
j congress and our military experts 
in the army and navy." 
"It would be a splendid idea for 
every member of congress, and the 
people throughout the country to 
.study the subject in the interest of 
national defense.” Reynolds said. 
The senator proposed that con­ 
gress obtain an opinion on a separate 
air force through consideration of a 
bill sponsored by Sen. Clark 
<D> 
Mo., to create a department of na­ 
tional defense. 
In addition 
to transferring the 
duties of the army and navy depart­ 
ments to the department of national 
defense with undersecretaries of the 
army and navy, the measure would 
establish an air force as a separate 
branch of the national defense.
